Changes in effect 
for 1998 season

TWIN FALLS - There won’t be any 
changes this year, hut elk hunting in 
Idaho will change substantially in 1998 - 
when hunters will have to choose what 
kind of elk they want to kill and where 
they want to doit. 

The Idaho Fish and Game Commission 
voted Thursday to carve the state into 26 
different elk-hunting zones and require 
hunters to buy either an “A-tag” or o "B- 
tag’’ for a single zone. Hunters with A- 
tags will be restricted to immature, or 
spike” bulls and, possibly, antlerless 
elk; a smaller number of B-cags wiil be 
offered for any bull in each zone. 

The idea behind the changes is to 
boost the number of matuie bulls, 
defined as 3 years old or older, in areas 
where they’ve declined alarmingly itr 
recent years - particularly thk 
Clearwater River drainage. 

“The real crux of the problem is a bio- 
logical one - we’re killing too many elk 
m some areas," said commission member 
Fred Wood, a Burley emergency room 
doctor who voted against the new elk 
.system.

. WASHINGTON — Recalling painful 
memories, six senators who fought in the 
Vietnam War observed the ISth onniver- 
saiy of the Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
with a salute to those Who didn’t moke it 
back. 

• In a small ceremony on the lawn in 
front of the V-shaped black granite wall 
that carries the names of 58,196 dead 
and missing, the veterans pleaded with 
Americans not to forget the hundreds of 
thousands who returned. 

“There are still Vietnam veterans who 
need our comfort, our assistance and our 
love. The next time that you see one of 
them, all Americans should just say, 


'Welcome home,’” said Sen. John 
McCain, R-Ariz., who was captured, tor- 
tured and held prisoner in Vietnam for 
seven years after his plane was shot 
down. 

McCain admitted that he, like millions 
of other Americans, was not an enthusi- 
astic supporter of the wall when it was 
conceived. Built with contributions to the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial Fund, its 
stark design was criticized as too gloomy. 

But that changed when he visited the 
memorial one evening and saw two 
Vietnam veterans — strangers to each 
other — meet at the wall. 

“In a few moments, they were embrac- 
ing and crying," said McCain, his voice 
heavy with emotion.

Thousands of hunters took part and thousands 

of written comments were submitted. 

Idaho’s controlled elk hunts will continue, 
Wood and Smith agreed. Applicants whose 
names are selected will be issued B-tags - 
exactly like the current lottery system. 

“There are going to be a lot of B-tags avail- 
able,” Smith said. However, just like the cur- 
rent lottery system, “there are also going to be 
some people who can’t find B-tags in the zone 
they desire." 

“We want to make the A- tags as attractive 
as possible,” Smith added, “because A-togs 
will take the pressure off of mature bulls.”

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Timber industry wins round in court 


Skier couple dies searching for dog 


" "WASHINGTON (AT) - Ruling 

in favor of a timber industry 
group, a federal appeals court 
cleared the way Friday for a new 
legal challenge to the Northwest 
logging reductions President 
Clinton ordered in 1994 to save 
the northern' spotted owl' — 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia reversed 
an earlier ruling by U.S. District 
Judge Thomas Penficld Jackson 
here in 1995. Jackson had ruled 
that challenges to Clinton’s 
Northwest forest plan must go 
before a federal judge in Scatdc 
who already was reviewing the 
case. 

Chief Circuit Judge Harry 
Edwards ordered the case back 
to. .Jackson’s court, saying 
Jackson’s court was not com- 
pelled to follow the decision of 
the court in Seattle, which is ih 
another circuit. 

. “We find that the doctrine can- 
not be applied here to deprive 
appellants of their right to be 
heard on the merits of their 
claims,” Edwards wrote in the 
opinion today. 

The Northwest Forest 
Resources Council based in 
Portland, Ore., filed the lawsuit 
in 1994 after Clinton implement- 
ed his Northwest forest plan, 


dropping logging levels on 
national forests in Oregon, 
Washington and northern 
California to about one-fourth 
the annual averages of the 
1980s. 

The plan was intended to. pro- 
tect ola-growth forests inhabited 
by the owl, which was declared a 
threatened species in 1990. 

The industry alleged the 
administration had violated sev- 
eral procedural requirements 
that resulted in government offi- 
cials being denied information 
critical to the formation of the 
logging strategy .'which made mil- 
lions of acres off limits to timber 
harvests. 

The suit said that if the infor- 
mation had been available, 
Clinton would have settled on a 
plan that allowed for much more 
logging. 

An environmental group, the 
Native Forest Council in Eugene, 
Ore., filed briefs in support of the 
industry position that procedures 
had been violated. 

However, the group argued 
that had the proper steps been 
takgn, Clinton would have settled 
on a plan that allowed for even 
less logging than the president 
ordered three years ago.

Geologist dead; volunteer still lost 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK, Wyo. (AP) — Rescue 
crews resumed their search 
Friday fer a missing Yellowstone 
National Park volunteer believed 
to have been caught in an 
avalanche earlier this week. 

Crews recovered the body of 
Roderick Hutchinson, a research 
geologist at Yellowstone, under 
about 4 feet of snow late Thursday 
afternoon.

About 40 people searched an 
area in the southern part of 
Yellowstone National Park where 
Hutchinson and the visiting seis- 
mic geologist were headed on 
Tuesday. 

Hutchinson's ski 
pole was spotted and search 
crews used a probe to find his 
body under the snow.

Former prison 
warden charged 
with embezzling 

CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) — 
The former warden of Nevada’s 
Lovelock State Prison has been 
charged with embezzling and 
then gambling away about SI ,800 
set aside for an employee 
Christmas party. 

Robert Lippold, who stepped 
down as warden last month, faces 
up to 20 years in prison if convict- 
ed of the felony charge. He was 
released Thursday pending an 
April 1 court date. 

Prosecutors said Lippold got 
SI, 500 of the money from a 
prison system employee benefit 
fund, and the rest from ticket 
sales for the party and T-shirt 
sales. 

The probe began when the 
caterer demanded payment. In 
an.affidavit, investigators say 
Lippold admitted to “a gambling 
problem that rendered him 
unable to pay the bills."

TWIN FALLS - Throwing open the 
doors to Idaho’s youth courts could have 
a chilling effect on the whole juvenile 
justice system, a local judge said. 

But a state senator who sponsored a 
bill to allow easier access to youth 
courts and juvenile records said it’s time 
to start holding young criminals publicly 
responsible. 

Under the current rules, many juve- 
nile offenders can build up criminal 
records without the media or public 
knowing about it, said Sen. Sheila 
Sorensen, R-Boise. 

“It can be a kind of mark in their 
favor because nobody knows except 
their friends, so it just gives them brag- 
ging rights," she said. 

Under current Idaho rules, only peo- 
ple directly involved with cases are 
allowed in most youth courts. That 
includes family members, counselors or 
social workers and school officials. 

Sorensen’s Senate Bill 1018 calls for 
opening most juvenile court proceed- 
ings and records. The bill passed the 
Senate Feb. 18 on a 34-1 vote. It is now 
before the House Judiciary and Rules 
Committee. 

SB 1018 would open juvenile courts 
and records in all cases involving defen- 
dants over the age of 14, accused of any 
crime that would bo a felony If commit-

could be closed only by a judge’s order. 


probably want to come to an open court 
session, Varin said. Many juveniles who 
don’t have strong family ties often show 
up for hearings with a group of friends. 
Under current rules, he can simply tell 
the friends to leave. 

If peers can stay, it might taint the 
proceedings because juvenile defen- 
dants might be more concerned with 
impressing friends than with cooperat- 
ing and looking out for their own best 
interest, Varin said. 

It could also be a security problem. 

“There have been times that a num- 
ber of young people have shown up with 
the defendant, and I'm not sure their 
intentions were all that good," Varin 
said. 

While security at the Snake River 
Juvenile Detention Center in Twin Falls 
is tight, Varin said that isn’t the case in 
many of the valley’s older courthouses. 

Varin was one of several judges from 
around the state who contributed to a 
report outlining the possible effects of 
SB 1018 on the juvenile justice system. 

A final draft is being prepared for the 
Legislature. 

According to the report, the judges 
believe opening records and proceed- 
ings to the public could discourage an 
honest 'and complete analysis of many 
cases. 

Unlike adult cases, juvenile cases 
often involve “social records" that deal 
_with the_defen dant 'sfa mi ly_ba ckground _ 


But opening youth courts could cause 
a logistical nightmare in many places, 
said Juvenile Court Judge John Varin, 
who tries cases throughout the Magic 
Valley. ' *

West End road work 
focuses on 2 routes

’ 1 BtniL -Property owners along Buhl’s 
Clear Lakes Road crowded into the 
council chambers Thursday evening to 
hear a proposal to extend state 
Highway 46 from Wendell to Buhl, by 
way of the Ken Curtis .Bridge over the 
Snake River. 

Buhl Highway District’s Chairman 
Bob Comic introduced engineer Dale L. 
Riedesel nnd Joe Haynes, a technical 
director with the Idaho Transportation 
Board, to answer homeowners ques- 
tions’ about the project. 

Because of the limited Snake River 
crossings. Clear Lakes Grade has 
become an important link between 
north and south. Traffic has increased 
with the new access, and ITD studies 
rate the route as. a potential state high- 
way. 

Two routes oro being considered for 
the southern half of the proposed high- 
way extension. 

Route I: 

This route begins at U.S. Highway 30, 
one mile' east ofBuhL It proceeds north ‘ 
on 1600 East to 4400 North, west to 
Clear. Lakos Grade then north to the 
Strike River. This route Is 6.1 miles long 
• aijd withiiirhe Buhl Highway District. 

1,1 ‘ -Ihclliddd'In the $7 million cost esti- 
mate are changes in the grade out of the 
Snake River Canyon and addition of a 
climbing lane. The 1600 East road north 
of U.S. 30 would need to be realigned 
with 1600 East south of U3. 30. 

Two signals are included in the cost 
estimate: a traffic signal at the intersec- 
tion of U.S. 30 and 1600 East and a rail- 
road signal a quarter of a mile north of 
U.S. 30 on 1600 East. 

Route II: 

This route' begins dt the intersection 1 


of U.S. 30 and Clear Lakes Road - 
Burley Corner - and proceeds north 
along Clear Lakes Road to the Snake 
River. The route is S.4 miles long, some 
within the dty of Buhl. 

Work on the part of the route within 
the Buhl Highway District would consist 
of changing the horizontal alignment 
and vertical grade of Clear Lakes Road 
leading out of the Snake River Canyon. 
A climbing lane would be added. 

The mile within the Buhl Highway 
District is not included in the $4.9 mil- 
lion estimate for Route II. 

Federal aid is available to the high- 
way districts for right of way acquisi- 
tion, construction and reconstruction or 
rehabilitation. 

Money may be available from the 
state gas tax for pavement improve- 
ment, bridges or congestion- and safety- 
related projects. Other revenue sources 
may be obtained by working with other 
highway districts in Twin Falls County 
and using their allocated federal aid 
and/or state gas tax, spokesmen for the 
proposal said. 

Buhl residents were asked to com- 
ment on the proposal and to fill out a 
questionnaire. Most agreed something 
' must be done to carry the traffic flow. 
Traffic counts show that Clear Lakes 
Road has 2,640 vehicles per day, and by 
• the year 2024, the count would be 3,870 
per day, officials said. 

Haynes said the ITD prefers to map 
out roads that will not enter into the 
city’s impact areas, but some residents 
were concerned that bypassing the dty 
would hurt businesses. 

Residents on the north side also will 
have a chance to comment on several 
alternates to complete the route to 
Interstate 84 at Wendell. 

There will be more public hearings, 
and the time line for this project is 
about 10 to 15 years down the road, offi- 
dnlssaid:

Snow slows, but heavy 
runoff remains inevitable

TWIN FALLS - The relentless pace of 
snow accumulation in the Big Wood 
River drainage slowed in February but, 
like a sword of Damocles, a snowpack 67 
•percent bigger than average still hangs 
in the hills. 

That boils down to an estimated 
spring runoff that's more than 80 per- 
cent greater than the long term average 
for the Big Wood near Hailey and 
Bellevue, according to the snow survey 
division of the U.S. Natural Resources 
Conservation Service. 

Collectively, the Wood and Lost river 
drainages received only 37 percent as 
much snow as they get in a typical 
February. However, an inordinate 
amount of snow had already fallen in 
both basins before February. 

Heavy snow in the Upper Snake 


River basin already has water managers 
scrambling to drain storage reservoirs 
before more water arrives in the spring 
thaw. 

Earlier this week, the Snake River . 
downstream of Milner Dam ran bigger 
than it had at any time since 1986, 
according to Mark Croghan of the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation office in Burley. 

Flows below Milner peaked at 20,656 
cubic feet per second on Sunday, 
Croghan said. One cfs equals 449 gallons 
per minute, so more than 9.27 million 
gallons were on the move every minute. 

Sunday’s flows surpassed last year’s 
peak of 20,150 cfs - set on March 21 - 
but failed to eclipse the high-water 
mark of 21,000 cfs set on March 26, 
1986. 

Around southern Idaho; spring 
streamflows are expected to be:

RUPERT - Minidoka County School 
District Superintendent Nick Hallett 
-.-says -he has always thought elementary 
•• schools should handle kindergarteners 
through sixth-grade students. 

• However, that belief faded recently, 
during meetings to gauge public opinion 

• on proposals to consolidate Rupert cle- 

• memory schools. 

One idea being considered is to trans- 
: form Big Valley and Memorial demon- 
'■ tary schools into kindergarten through 
sixth-grade schools or first- through sixth- 

• grade schools. 


Under the primary-intermediate sys- 
tem, elementary schools arc divided by 
grade levels; in. Minidoka County School 
District, the split is kindergarten through 
second grade and third through sixth 
"grade. 

Remodeling costs would take away 
dollars the district needs in other areas, 
Hallett said. And there are other advan- 
tages to keeping the status quo. 

The district wouldn’t have to redraw 
boundary lines, and teachers instructing 
the same grade level have more opportu- 
nity to discuss teaching strategies, 
Hallett said. 

Between 80 and 90 people attended 
each of five district meetings on the issue 


this week. 

“That is a good attendance, it really 
is,” Hallett said. 

To supplement parents’ comments this 
week,the_district will distribute surveys - 
to parents. 

One issue Hallett wants cleared up in 
the surveys is whether parents of 
Pershing Elementary students want their 
children bused to Paul or Hcybum. 

Hallett will make a recommendation 
to the board at its regular meeting 
March 18. 

The thrust of the proposals is to consol- 
idate Pershing Elementary School stu- 
dents into Big Valley and Memorial, and 
move the district’s alternative school for 


high school students into the Pershing 
school. 

The alternative school, located at the 
Rupert National Guard Armory, is 
cramped for space, district officials say. 
Moving into the Pershing building allows 
the alternative school to add classes and 
accommodate students who have been 
turned away because of lack of space. 

Principal Mike Erling said the 14-day 
sessions at the alternative school average 
80 to 90 students each, but during the 
last session 25 to 30 people were on the 
waiting list, he said. 

He also said the Pershing gym would 
allow physical education classes for alter- 
native school students. 


Arnold aims 


In a separate issue, regular high school 
students might also be face some 
changes. 

On the agenda for the March 18 board 

meeting is a discussion 'Of adopting an ■ 

eight-hour rollover schedule to reflect 
Cassia County School District's schedule. 

Rollover schedules allow students 
more time per class period and they 
don't attend the same classes every day. 

Making the schedule change would 
allow the Minidoka district to use the 
Cassia district’s new vocational center, 
scheduled for construction behind 
Burley High School. 

The center is scheduled to open late 
next year. 



Guns may link defendant to 
bank robberies in Spokane area 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — 
Guns and Bibles were the focus 
of testimony Friday in the feder- 
al trial of three Idaho men 
charged with bombing a Planned 
Parenthood office, a newspaper 
office and a bank, which also was 
j robbed twice. 

Defendants and their attorneys 
consulted both the Bible and 
“The Shooter’s Bible,” a weapons 
reference book, as witnesses tes- 
tified about the men’s religious 
beliefs and gun collections. 

The three defendants — 
Robert S. Berry, 42, Charles H. 
Barbee, 45, and Verne Jay 
Merrell, 51, all of Sandpoint, 
Idaho — are charged with a 
dozen felonies stemming from 
the Spokane Valley bombings 
and U.S. Bank branch robberies 
last April 1 and July 12. 

They could face life prison sen- 
tences if convicted of robberies, 
bombings, illegal weapons pos- 
session, transporting stolen vehi- 
cles and conspiracy. 

A federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms special 
agent and weapons expert testi- 
fied that an unusual shotgun car- 
ried by a suspect in one bank 
robbery appears to be an expen- 
sive Italian-made Benelli model, 
The gun has an extended maga- 
zine under its barrel that allows 
it to hold more shells, ATF agent 
Michael Sprengcr said. 

A revolver carried by another 
man in both robberies appeared 
tob.ea_RjigcjiVaquerQ-mQdel, 


Sprengcr said, referring to bank 
surveillance photographs. 

Several subsequent witnesses 
testified that they saw a similar 
12-gauge shotgun and .45-caliber 
handgun in Berry’s home. 

Brad Day of Sandpoint, a 
friend of Berry's 16-year-old son 
Curtis, told the court he had 
remarked about the unusual 
shotgun on a gun rock in the 
automotive shop where the Berry 
family lived in 1995. He said he 
was told the weapon was a 
Benelli. 

Donald Blacsc Sr., who owns 
the Sandpoint building where 
Berry operated the Fourmost 
Truck repair shop, testified that 
Berry owned a Ruger Vaquero 
revolver. Blaese said he knew it 
was a Vaquero because he also 
owned one and had talked with 
Berry about it. 

Clifford Collier, who knew 
Merrell in Arizona before he 
moved north in 1991, told the 
court that Merrell had recom- 
mended he read “Vigilantes of 
Christendom, The Story of the 
Phincas Priesthood.” 

The prosecution contends the 
defendants were members of the 
“Phineas Priesthood" a secretive 
white-supremacist sect. Phineas 
was a Old Testament figure who 
murdered an Israelite man and 
the non-Israelite woman with 
whom he was sleeping. 

JudJ White, a former employ- 
ee of the U.S. Bank branch that 
-was bombed and robbed, said -- 


she received a letter at the 
branch Sept. 9 that had 
“Phineas” as the return address. 

A letter inside the envelope 
contained the symbol used by 
the Phineas Priesthood. The let- 
ter demanded the bank “publicly 
rescind your bounty,” a refer- 
ence to a 5100,000 reward 
offered for information leading . 
to the robbers’ an-est. It cited a 
Biblical passage that White inter- 
preted as a death threat. 

She quit her job at the end of 
that day and no longer even dri- 
ves by the bank out of fear, she 
said. 

Vicky Keehner, an employee 
of the Planned Parenthood 
office, testified that she received 
a similar letter Sept. 16. 

•The letter alluded to a match- 
book bearing a reference to 
Psalm 139 that was left at the 
office during the July 12 bomb- 
ing. 

“Sorry we missed you,” the let- 
ter said, promising to “do a bet- 
ter job next time.” 

The clinic has since dosed. 

The prosecution on Monday 
plans to call Bill Morlin, a 
reporter with The Spokesman- 
Review and an expert on the 
region’s extremist groups, to tes- 
tify about a series of artidcs he 
wrote in December 1995. 

One of the articles quoted 
Barbee espousing anti-govern- 
ment views and shows a masked 
militia figure holding a Benelli 
shotgun.-

While. high-profile youth cases 
for crimes such as murder often 
crid up in open court, the public 
often isn’t aware of how many 
other serious juvenile offenses 
are treated, she said. 

It’s the “middle ground" 
crimes between the major 
felonies and the minor offenses 
such as traffic violations that are 
now hidden from the public, 
Sorensen said. 

And youth courts have been 
opened up elsewhere without 
bad side effects, she said. 

In response to rising youth 
crime rates, 28 states have opted 
to open their juvenile systems 
during tho past few years, 
Sorensen said. Research shows 
that the youth crime rate has 
dropped in many of those states. 

Varin agrees the juvenile jus- 
tice system should be account- 
able to the public, but-SB 1018 
might ask for too much, too soon. 

“The concept behind the bill is 
one wc need to have some dis- 
cussion about, but the bill as it is 
right now is too broad," ne said.

At the rime, officials 
halted permits on the Woodside 
plant as well, although it wasn’t 
part of the EPA mandate. ' 

The bond proposal facing 
Hailey’s City Council Monday 
puts an end to the ad-hoc com- 
mittee which, convenod six 
months ago to solve the city's 
sewer crisis. 

A $8.4 million lagoon system 
option was tossed Thursday 
because of cost, even though the 
system was touted as futuristic 
and had lower overall operation 
costs. But committee members 
said they thought that - with the 
city in sewer crisis - the price of 
Woodside plant replacement was 
more palatable to voters who 
soundly defeated a 1995 sewer 
and water bond issue for $1.9 
million.

Total project cost 
would be $6.16 million, $4.16 of 
which vojers will be asked to 
fund through bonds. 


PULLMAN, Wash. (AP) - 
Liquor will be banned from fra- 
ternity parties at Washington 
State University starring this 
summer. 

The policy announced 
Thursday, one of the strictest in 
the nation, is aimed at stopping 
alcohol abuse that weeks frater- 
nity houses and lands dozens of 
students in the hospital. 

But some students don’t think 
the change will, have much 
impact. “I don’t think it’ll cut 
back on drinking," said Jeremy 
Knudson, 18, of Alpha Kappa 
Lambda. “It’ll just focus in on a 
different part of Pullman.” 

Starting July 1, students — 
even those 21 and older — can no 
longer drink alcohol at fraternity 
parties on campus. 

Students of legal age can drink 
in their private rooms, but not 
during parries. 

University rules already pro- 
hibit underage drinking, but stu- 


dents are expected to enforce 
that policy themselves, “It was a 
pretty big loophole," said Terry 
Nowak, WSU’s director of.resi- 
dence life. 

“There will be some migration 
out in the community, but just 
limiting accessibility will have a 
dampening effect," Nowak said. 

The new policy should cut 
down on damage to fraternity 
houses and make it easier for the 
university’s 27 fraternities to get 
affordable insurance, Nowiik 
said. 

School officials have been 
gradually clamping down on stu- 
dent drinking, prompted by alco- 
hol-fueled tragedies, federal reg- 
ulations and fear of liability law- 
suits. 

Student Affairs Vice Provost 
Gus Kravas said students will 
adapt to the changes. 

“They’ll see that there is life 
after this regulation,” Kravas 
said. 


Brent Nysoe, interfraternity 
council president, expects a 
return to more formal dances, 
dinners and parties. 

Beer bashes are “a culture 
here at WSU," he said. “I think 
this is a start of a change of that 
culture.” 

“For our fraternity, wc'U spend 
a lot less money on social func- 
tions," said Kevin Watson, an 
Alpha Kappa Lambda member. 
“The houses will probably be a 
lot cleaner just by not having a 
couple of hundred guests at a 
party anymore." 

But like many other students, 
he suspects the alcohol abuse will 
continue elsewhere. 

“People are going to drink any- 
ways regardless of it,” he said. 
“By merely pushing it o‘ut of fra- 
ternity houses, all you do is have 
less control of the situation. 
You’re going to have DUI’s go 


Craig’s logging bill draws barbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
Cabinet secretaries have taken 
the unusual step of telling a 
Republican senator they don’t 
like his sweeping logging-reform 
bill even before he formally 
introduces it. 

“We believe wholesale revi- 
sions of land management 
statutes are neither necessary 
nor desirable,” Interior Secretary 
Bruce Babbitt and Agriculture 
Secretary Dan Glickman said in a 
letter to Sen. Larry Craig, R- 
Idaho. 

Craig has ■written a draft ver- 
sion of a proposal to effectively 
rewrite the National Forest 
Management Act, which he ten- 
tatively calls the “Public Land 
Management and Accountability 
Restoration Act.” 

Craig, chairman of the Senate 
Energy and Natural Resources 
subcommittee on forests, is hold- 
ing a scries of workshops with 
various interest groups this 
month to gather input he says 
he'll use to craft a final version of 
the bill. The legislation is to be 


introduced in the Senate later 
this year. 

“Although ordinarily we would 
not offer comments on legislation 
before it is introduced, given the 
importance of these issues and 
your invitation for input, we 
believe our preliminary views 
should be made known to you," 
Babbitt and Glickman wrote Feb. 
26. 

Among other things, Craig’s 
proposal would place hew restric- 
tions on cithcn appeals of log- 
ging on national forests and 
Bureau of Land Management 
lands, and establish a system that 
would allow states to take over 
management of federal forests. 

The secretaries indicated they 
share some of the concerns of 
environmentalists, who fear 
Craig’s bill would accelerate log- 
ging on public lands and put fish 
and wildlife at risk. 

"The laws under which the 
Forest Service and BLM now 
operate are fundamentally 
sound," Babbitt and Glickman 
said in their letter, a copy of 


which was obtained by The 
Associated Press. 

"They should not be replaced 
with on approach that limits the 
public’s involvement in manag- 
ing public lands, compromises 
environmental protection of nat-

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Kipketer breaks 800-meter world record

PARIS - Wilson Kipketer, a man with- 
out a country, owns a world record. 

The 26-year-old Kipketer, a native of 
Kenya now living in Denmark, shattered 
the world indoor record in the 800 
meters at the World Championship, 
clocking 1 minute, 43.96 seconds Friday. 

Most astonishing about Kipkcter’s 
record was that it came in a first-round 
heat. He did not plan to go for the 
record before the race, his first indoor 
appearance of the season. 

“But after the first lap (200 meters), 
when I saw the time was 24 something 
(24.96), I said I have to go for it,” he 
said. “Also, when I saw my competitors 
were a long way at the end, I knew then 
that it Was time for me to take control. 

| Today was the perfect race. I knew my 
competitors would not push me and I 
could control everything.” 

Kipketer’s stunning performance, in 
which he finished more than four seconds 
ahead of his nearest competitor, broke the 
record of 1:44.84, set by has former Kenyan 
teammate Paul Ercng at the 1989 World 
Indoor Championships in Budapest, 
Hungary. The record run overshadowed 
everything else that happened on the meet’s 
opening day at the Berry Sports Palace. 

In the first four of the 28 finals to be 
held during the three-day champi- - 
onships, Gail Devers, the two-time 
Olympic 100-meter gold medalist, won 
her second world indoor 60-meter tide 
in 7.06; unheralded Haralambros 
Papudias of Greece took the men’s 60 in 
6.50; Yuriy Bilonoh topped a 1-2 
Ukraine finish in the men’s shot at 68 
feet, 11 3-4 inches, and Sabine Braun led

a 1-2 German finish in the pentathlon, 
with a 1997 world-best of 4,780 points; 

“It was not my plan to demolish the 
field or the record," said Kipketer, who 
has lived in Copenhagen since 1990 and 
will meet the seven-year residency 
requirement for citizenship in December. 

The lack of citizenship prevented him 
from competing for Denmark at the 1996 


Olympics. He had vowed seven years 
ago never to represent Kenya agoin 
because of a dispute with the federation. 

So he watched forlornly as Vebjom 
Rodal of Nonvay raced to the gold medal 
in 1:42.58. After the games, in a meet at- 
Rieti, Italy, Kipketer clocked 1:41.83, the 
second-fastest time in hfstory, behind 
only Sebastian Coe’s 1:41.73.

First Assembly of God welcomes former POW

When asked what kept him going during 
his 7 1/2 years as a prisoner of war in 
Vietnam, Brig. Gen. Robinson Risner always 
answers, “God and country.". 

On Sunday, Risner will tell the people of 
Twin Falls how God and country kept him 
safe and sane throughout thoie long days 
and nights. , , 

He’s speaking at the First Assembly of 
God Church to kick off a district missions 
emphasis. 

“I grew up in the' Assembly of God 
Church,” said Risner in a phone interview on 
Tuesday from his home in Austin, Texas. ‘T 
have been a Christian since I was 11 years 
old.” • t 

It’s been a long way from there, to here. 
Risner completed 33 years of distin- 


guished Air Force service before retiring in 
1976. During die Korean War, he flew' more 
than 100 fcombat missions. During the 
Vietnam War, he was shot down twice by 
ground fire. 

His book, “The Passing of the Night,” writ- 
ten in 1973, describes his time as a POW. 

In 1979, Risner became the first living per- 
son to be honored With a major military tro- 
phy in his own name. One of two bronze stat- 
ues of him stands beside the Wright Brothers ' 
monument at the United States Air Force 
Academy. Another is located at the United' 
States Air Force Fighter Weapons Center. 

Risner is also the first living recipient of 
. the Air Force’s highest award, the Air 
Force Cross, which l\e received twice. He 
has received 6S other awards and decora- 
tions, including the Distinguished Service 
Medal, three distinguished Flying 
Crosses, the Bronze Star with V for valor, 
two Silver Stars, eight Air Medals and 


three Purple Hearts. 

Today, he spends a chunk of his time 
speaking to churches and has been to 
Guadalupe, Vietnam and Moscow on mission 
trips, He has a wife, eight children and if 
grandchildren. 

■ In prison, Risner spent four years in soli- 
tary confinement. He was tortunKi on a regu- 
lar basis, he said. 

For a while, he found it difficult to forgive 
his torturers. 

“I had two primary torturers, one who 
really liked his work, liked to hurt you,"- 
Risner said. "The Bible says pray for those 
who persecute you, but I couldn’t do that. 
I asked the Lord about ir, ond.it was like 
sbmeone said, ‘Pray for his soul, not for 
Him.’ " . 

Risner obeyed, and forgave. 

“I even prayed for the soul of the worst 
torturer,” he said.

Black ‘Jesus’ riles town

UNION CITY, N.J. — The 
artistic director was prepared for 
a few double takes from the 
audience. For 82 years, this small 
city has staged a Passion play, 
and this was the first time that 
Jesus Christ would be played by 
a black actor. 

"I expected that when they 
saw a 6-foot-5 African American 
walk out onstage, they’d gasp a 
little,” Eric Hafen says. "But 
after they heard him and lis- 
tened to the message of the play, 
they'd forget about it,” 

Maybe not. A couple of local 
papers announced the casting 
breakthrough a few days ago. By 
Wednesday, with the annual 
Lenten pageant of Christ’s life 
still in previews, .the Park 
Performing Arts Center had 
fielded several derogatory phone 
calls, cancellations from five 
groups that had reserved tickets, 
a request by one group to switch 
to a performance with the alter- 
nate cast (featuring a Caucasian 
Jesus), and one voice mail death 
threat that was promptly turned 
over to the police and the FBL 
Followed — predictably, given 
that this aging industrial town 
lies just across the Hudson from 
Manhattan — by more press and 
TV coverage than the struggling- 
but-striving theater has ever 
encountered. 

“We’re in the middle of a 
media blitz,” says the Rev. Kevin 
Ashe, the former parish priest 
who serves as the center's execu- 
tive director. 

Meanwhile, the. man now 
known in tabloid headlines os 
“black.Jesus” — a 34-year-old 
□ ctor/model/substitute 
tcacher/stunt man/Air National • 
Guardsman/community college 
student and committed Christian 
named Desi Amaz Giles — has 
begun answering his constantly 
ringing phone with a cheery, 
“Des Central." He also has a 
message for his nop-fans: “To all 
those who oppose the idea of me 
playing Christ — I love you any- ‘ 
way.” 

■ Union City was multicultural 
before the term was in vogue. In 
1915, the parishioners of Holy 
Family Church who first staged 
the Passion play were German 
immigrants, envisioning the 
grandeur of Oberammergau. 
Now, the city is largely Latino. 
But the 50 local actors who ‘per- 
_form-the_play on weekends 
(there are two casts, the better to

get people involved) are of vari- 
ous ethnic backgrounds: There’s 
an Asian American Herodias, a 
Latino Pontius Pilate, several 
African American high priests. 

Nearly all are volunteers, 
though the few union actors get a 
transportation stipend of about 
10 bucks a performance. 

He selected Giles for the lead 
rale because “he auditioned bril- 
liantly, I thought. This man can 
really communicate these 
words.’ 

But a few theatergoers — and 
probably a few non-theatergoers 
— took exception. Christ, after 
all, has so often been depicted, 
probably inaccurately, as pale 
and fair-haired. 

A woman placing a reservation 
specified, "I want to see the 
white actor, I don’t want to see 
the black thing.” That, Hafen 
says, "pulled my heart out of my 


chest. And my head out of the 
sand. I thought this was dead and 
over in the ’60s.” 

It was an upsetting and sober- 
ing situation — but not without a 
certain silver-lining factor.

Yes, the “man-pIaying-God” 
dilemma has been around for 
some time now. In vitro fertiliza- 
tion is a fact of life. The media 
have reported on a mother who 
gave birth to obtain compatible 
bone marrow for an older daugh- 
ter with leukemia. In a different 
case, a daughter talked of con- 
ceiving a child in order to abort it 
and obtain fetal brain tissue to 
help treat her father, sick with 
Parkinson’s disease. 

But cloning human beings — 
the very IDEA of it — feels like a 
leap into a brave new world. 
Many scientists caution that the 
technology is remote and may 
never be mastered. Yet the pub- 
lic discussion over the past two 
days has been tinged with the 
fear that the fundamental mean- , 
ing of being human will change 
in the not-too-distnnt future. 

Even for many non-believers, 
the idea of being created in God’s 
image implies that "there’s some 
potential for greatness, freedom 
in a human being that 'mirrors 
something larger than humani- 
ty," said Robert Alter, a Hebrew 
scholar at the University of 
California-Berkoley, who 


through biblical and scientific lit- 
erature. Boyle raised the possibil- 
ity that human cloning might 
someday result in the creation of 
“a monster ... something that’s 
almost like us, but not quite ... 
because we left out one thing. 
What’s missing might be mental.

But at what 
point does technological knowl- 
edge become “forbidden knowl- 
edge"?

DuMaine, who has 
served on the science and 
human values committee of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, said he hoped the 
cloning debate would awaken 
people to the broader Catholic 
perspective on procreation. like 
birth control and abortion, 
human cloning would represent a 
"technological intervention” in 
the God-given procreative 
process, he said.

New Hampshire town of Rindge 
are visited by about 100,000 peo- 
ple each year. The focus is the 
Altar of the Nation, which is 
built with stones from every 
state in the union and soil from 
each country where Americans 
fought. 

The controversy began when 
Des Rochers sought tp use the' 
open-air site in 1995 to perform a 
pagan wedding, and the 
Cathedral turned her down. Des 
Rochers filed a complaint with 
the state Human Rights 
Commission. 

In response, the Cathedral’s 
trustees revised their by-laws to 
say the memorial was founded 
upon a belief in “God Almighty’" 
and that they could decide which 
religions could worship there. 

But in a preliminary opinion 
last November, one human rights 
commissioner found the. cathe- 
dral was a war memorial open to 
the public, not a church, and 
could not legally discriminate 
against the witches. 

The case was set for a full 
hearing, but the Cathedral decid- 
ed to settle instead. 

Des Rochers said the 
Cathedral's trustees made their 
decision after learning more 
about the witches’ nature-cen- 
tered religion — which does not 
include any Satanic elements — 
and public pressure, including 
protests by ministers of some 
mainstream faiths. 

But not everyone was pleased. 
The Rev. Benjamin Swan, pas- 
tor of the Monadnock Full 
Gospel Church in Rindge, said 
allowing witches “is so openly 
just against Christian values, 
against family values.

Controversy -rages over 
Vatican’s ruling on sex

From the offices of His 
Holiness, John Paul D, comes the 
latest message for divorced 
Catholics: no sex in any new rela- 
tionship, even a new marriage. 

The statement came from the 
Vatican’s Pontifical Council for 
the Family last week and, around 
die. world, hearts sank. 

In Los Angeles, a divorced 
Catholic woman engaged to 
remarry fretted during a physical 
therapy session. Her biofeedback 
machine went haywire. 

In Arlington, Va., a Catholic 
man divorced more than 20 years 
gathered signatures on a letter to 
the Catholic Conference of 
Bishops in defense of remarriage. 

And on the Internet, as usual, 
they let it all hang loose. From 
Dallas — “Another wacky exam- 
ple about Catholic rules of sex 
and marriage"^. to. Edinburgh,. 
Scotland — “One must remem- 
ber this is religion, so sense is die 
first thing out the window" — 
early responses amounted to a 
long, unguarded giggle. 

But for most of this country's 
60 million Cadiolics, Vatican pro- 
nouncements are no laughing 
matter. ' 

In recent years, increasingly 
vocal groups of Catholics have 
taken issue with one Vatican 
statement after another. Married 
priests, female priests, homosex- 
ual unions and civil divorce as 
the recognized termination of a 
marriage are hot-button topics on 
a long list of disputes. Clergy 
who openly defend changes in 
these areas have been silenced 
or even cut off from church mem- 
bership. 

“In one sense it’s nothing 
new,” says Father Thomas 
Rausch, chairman of the theolo- 
gy department at Loyola 
Marymount University in Los 
Angeles. “The statement upholds 
the position of the Vatican on the 
sacredness of marriage. If any- 
thing is surprising, it is that it so 
simply, baldly restates the posi- 
tion, without sensitivity to remar- 
ried Catholics who do not have 
an annulment." 

It’s another rift between the 
real world and the ideal world, a 
gap that puts Catholics trying to 
live within the rules of their 


church at odds with religious 
leaders who want to uphold' the 
highest moral standards: 

This week in Chicago, priests 
and members of the laity Mil 
take steps toward closing (liat 
gap as they gather for the first 
meeting of Catholic Common 
Ground Initiative, a project pro- 
posed by Chicago’s Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin before' his 
death in November. 

Divorce is not the most heated 
issue dividing the church, but it 
may well be the most sensitive. 

Catholic teaching holds that 
marriage is a sacrament blessed 
by God — a holy covenant, not 
merely a legal contract. As such 
it cannot be dissolved. A Catholic 
marriage can be. officially ended 
only by annulment, a process 
that is separate from legal 
divorce proceedings. 

. While many parishes now offer 
- - counseling programs for separat- 
ed and divorced members of the 
congregation, divorced Catholics 
ore not supposed to receive the 
consecrated bread and wine of 
„ Communion, central to the Mass. 
TTtat's because, according to offi- 
cial church teachings, divorced 
Catholics who remarry without 
an annulment are living in a 
state of sin. 

But in the privacy of the con- 
. fessional, where Catholics talk 
over their most personal con- 
cerns with a priest, many now 
, receive advice contrary to offi- 
cial church teachings. 

“After my separation," recalls 
the Los Angeles divorcee, who 
spoke on condition of anonymi- 
ty.- “I did not receive 
Communion for a long time. 
Finally I talked to a priest. He 
said, ’You have punished your- 
self long enough. Receive 
Communion every Sunday. God 
has forgiven you."’ 

She does not plan ta go 
through the annulment process 
even though she is engaged-to 
remarry. She repeats the lan- 
guage used by many priests, off 
the record, to explain the current 
state of affairs: 

. “The pope is telling us thejtffi- 
oal teachings of the church^ihc 
says. “But every Catholic hasjto 
go through a process of disazrn- 
ment, with the help of a prjost, 
about their own situation.” - " 



America’s oldest Jewish congregation 
marks century anniversary in safe haven

NEW YORK (AP) - Storm- 
tossed in the Caribbean and 
.by -Pirates, 23 Jews 
fleeing oppression in Brazil 
landed in 1654 in what is now 
New York, and formed 
America’s first Jewish congrega- 
tion. 

Descended from survivors of 
the Spanish Inquisition, these 
pioneer American Jews called 
themselves the “remnant of 
Israel" — in Hebrew, Shearith 
Israel. 

“It’s a wonder there was a 
remnant at all,” says Rabbi 
Marc Angel, spiritual head of 
the synagogue on Central 
Park West that has been the 
congregation’s home since 
1897. 

To mark the temple's centen- 
nial this year, Shearith Israel 
has been searching for descen- 
dants of 1897 member families 
for a reunion. 

Meanwhile, the congregation 
— whose members have includ- 
ed a U.S. Supreme Court justice, 
three founders of the New York 
Stock Exchange and poet Emma 
Lazarus — continues to welcome 
and succor survivors of persecu- 
tion. 

The congregation of 600 fami- 
lies traces its roots to Jews 
exiled from Catholic Spain and 
Portugal in the 1500s. Some 
eventually wound up in Brazil, 
Under more tolerant Dutch colo- 
nizers. 

But a century later, the 
Portuguese ousted the Dutch,

Evangelical association calls on churches 
to provide jobs to people taken off welfare 


ORLANDO, Fla. The 

National Association of 
Evangelicals voted Tuesday to 
ask every church congregation in 
America to provide “productive, 
stable work" to at least one 
unemployed person removed 
from the welfare rolls by legisla- 
tive reform. 

“Unless the church comes in a 
dramatic way to the aid of these 
people, there will be a great deal 
of hunger, suffering and pain,” 
said Bishop B.E. Underwood, of 
the International Pentecostal . 
Holiness Church in Oklahoma 
City. 

About 500 members of the 
organization, which includes 
representatives of 77 
Christian denominations, met 
this week at the Radisson 
Twin Towers.

One of them, Judith Kaye, 
chief judge of the Court of 
Appeals, the state’s highest 
court, has worshiped at Shearith 
Israel for 30 years. Another 
member of the congregation was 
Lazarus, who penned the lines 
on the base of the Statue of 
Liberty: "Give me your tired, 
your poor ..." 

New York now has the . 
largest Jewish population of 
any city in the world, at more 
than 1 million. But when the 
first 23 Jews docked in New 
York, they were hardly met 
with open arms. The Dutch gov- 
ernor, Peter Stuyvesant, 
described them as “very repug- 
nant” to the magistrates and 
people of his colony.

- IVhcn Jack M. Springer began 

to contemplate the final disposi- 
tion of his mortal being, he did 
so with an unusdally keen 
understanding of the option he 
eventually embraced. Springer, 
67, is executive director of the 
Cremation Association of North 
America, based in Chicago. 

Springer took that job 15 
years ago for professional oppor- 
tunity, not philosophical belief. 
Like many Americans, he had 
no firm plans for what happened 
after his death, and if he was 
leaning in any direction, it was 
toward traditional burial. 
"That’s what we do in this coun- 
try,’’ he thought.' 

Gradually, his thinking 
changed. 

“When I looked at the 
options,” he recalled, “the ones 
that cremation gave you far out- 
weighed what you can do in a 
permanent, meaningless place.” 

A cemetery, he meant. 

And so, when he dies, some of 
Springer's ashes will be scat- 
tered across the blue waters of 
the Bahamas, where he and his 
family have vacationed for 
decades. Some will be poured 
out onto Mexico's invitingly 
warm Acapulco Bay, where the 
Springers have a cherished win- 
ter home. 

“There’s a romance to it,” 
Springer said. “Some of my 
remains will be in very meaning- 
ful places to me.” 

His professional credentials 
. may be unusual, but Springer’s 
sentiments are not. A sacrilege 
in Western culture for many 
centuries, cremation in the last 
125 years has become an 
increasingly acceptable option. 
The most dramatic change has 
been over the last decade, when 
cremations in the U.S. almost 
doubled, to 21 percent of all 
deaths. Projections show the 
trend continuing, to 40 percent 
of all American deaths by the 
year 2010. 

, “It’s driven in part by econom- 
ics,” said Roger E. Osborne, a 
Providence, R.I., funeral direc- 
tor for 40 years. “You can have a 
memorial service with a lavish, 
catered event to follow and still 
come out a couple of thousand 
dollars less than a traditional 
funeral.” 

Another factor is the loosen- 
ing of the long-held Catholic pro- 
hibition against desecration of 
the body, which the Church con- 
siders a sacred vessel. A third is 
the, morbid reality of burial. In a- 
world where few topics are 
taboo, the details of decomposi- 
tion are commonly known; for 
some, destruction by flame is 
preferable to being left to the 
mercy of microorganisms. 

On a bitterly cold morning 
recently, Martin E. Dugan Jr., 
executive vice president of 
Swan Point Cemetery in J 
Providence, R.I.„ which oper- I 
ates a busy crematory, sat in I 
his office and talked about I 


' lasting decisions. 

"Cremation is not the final 
— disposition,” he-said.- “There's - 
something that has to be dealt 
with." 

That would be the ashes, or 
remains — cremains, in the jar- 
gon of the trade. And even fire 
has its limitations. Expertly 
processed, the ordinary human 
is reduced to five to seven 
pounds of gray-brown matter — 
in volume, roughly a quart. 

Scattering is an option, with 
ocean dispersal a common (and 
environmentally permissible) 
choice in the Ocean State. Some 
cemeteries, including Swan 
Point, provide dedicated groves 
and gardens. And there is 
■always the urn, which may be 
brought home, for storage, dis- 
play, or sprinkling on a rose bed. 

But intimate contact with the 
dearly departed, as Dugan 
reminds, is not for everyone. 

“It enn be soul-shaking to 
spill out all that is mortal of 
someone you have known and 
loved," a Swan Point brochure 
cautions, “and one should real- 
ize how much they are asking of 
a person who is to do the scat- . 
tering.” 

Unwritten is the fact that scat- 
tering does not generate sub- 
stantial revenue. For although a 
simple cremation is but a few 
hundred dollars, more elaborate 
arrangements can push the cost 
into many thousands. 

Cremation is at least as old as 
the Stone Age. Trojans and 
Greeks burned their war dead in 
towering funeral pyres, and 
" rental <5f columbaria space was a 
lucrative business in Rome by 
the time of Christ. Hindus for 
centuries have routinely cremat- 
ed their dead, as have many 
Buddhist sects. 

Early Christianity discouraged 
the practice, for it was believed 
that the pagan ritual of reducing 
a person to ash would impede 
resurrection of the body and its 
subsequent reunion with the 
soul in heaven. Thinking began , 
to change in 1873, when an 
Italian inventor demonstrated a 
reliable (and dosed) cremation 
chamber. 

Last year, about half a million 
Americans (a fifth of nil deaths) 
were cremated. 

There is no stopping the Imag- 
inations of those who seek dis- 
tinction in death. Remains of 
fans have been scattered onto 
• ball fields, and those of a Marvel 
Comics editor were mixed with 
the ink used for a poster. And 
for less than $5,000, Celestis 
Inc., a Texas company, will 
arrange to have ashes shot into 
space on a Pegasus rocket; 
among those represented on the 
maiden flight later this year will 
be Timothy Leary, the guru of 
LSD.

. WASHINGTON — Employment 

• surged in February as good weather 
boosted construction, and economists 
predicted the jobless rate, already 
down to 5.3 percent, could sink by the 
end of the year to levels unseen in a 
quarter-century. 

President Clinton hailed the report, 
issued by the Labor Department on 
Friday, as evidence the economy is on 
the right track. 

“Today we learned some very good 
news about the American economy," 
he told a news conference. "Our 
nation has created almost 600,000 
new jobs in the first two months of 
1997.” 

Economists agreed and, for once, 
even Wall Street investors cheered. 
They refused to allow inflation wor- 
ries to spoil a rally that by late after- 
noon pushed the Dow Jones average 
of 30 stocks up by more than 40 
points. 

The rate — which hasn’t dropped 
below 5 percent since March 1973 
— declined in February from 5.4 
percent in January, returning Id the 

• level of November and December. It 
was 5.2 percent, the lowest in six 
years, from August through 
October. 


The Labor Department said U.S.' 
employers added a seasonally adjusted 
339,000 jobs to their payrolls in 
February after a gain of 247,000 in 
January. February marked the largest 
increase in nine months and was 
roughly 100,000 more than anticipat- 
ed. • • • , ' 

Several -economists said the report 
made it more likely than before that 
Federal Reserve policy-makers would 
bump short-term interest rates higher 
this spring — at cither of their March 
25 or May 20 meetings, But markets 
remained calm because 109,000 of the . 
new jobs came in construction, which ’ 
was helped by unseasonably warm 
weather. 

Traders also focused on the fact that 
wage gains remained moderate. 
Average hourly earnings for' private 
production workers rose three cents 
last month to S12.09 after gains of two 
cents in January and five cents in 
December. 

But even allowing for special fac- 
tors, analysts said the report showed 
the economy expanding briskly after 
growing at a robust 3,9 percent annu : 
al rate in the last three months of - 
1996. . 

And job markets across much of the 
country are even tighter than national 
figures indicate, said economist Mark 


Zandi of Regional Financial Associates 
in West Chester, Pa. 

Of 340 metropolitan areas tracked by 
the government, 63 percent hod unem- 
ployment rates below 5 percent in the 
fourth quarter, 39 percent below 4 per- 
cent and 13 percent below 3 percent, 
he said. 

In another sign of strength, the 
Federal Reserve said borrowing by 
American consumers grew at an 8.4 
percent annual rate in January. That 
. followed growth at a 3.9 percent rate in 
December and was the strongest in five 
months. 

Revolving credit, primarily credit 
cards, expanded at a 20.6 percent rate, 
the fastest pace in 16 months. 

Meanwhile, in addition to construc- 
tion, job growth was strong in ser- 
vices, particularly computer and data 
processing, engineering and manage- 
ment services. Retail trade recorded 
an increase of 49,000 jobs. 
Manufacturing jobs, however, edged 
down by 2,000. 

• By category of worker, the unemploy- 
ment rate in February was 3.9 percent 
for both white men and white women, 
10.3 percent for black women, 9 per- 
cent for black men, 14.6 percent for 
white teen-agers, 34.3 percent for black 
teen-agers and 8.1 percent for all 
Hispanics. 
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USAir negligent in crash, won’t face punitive damages

COLUMBIA, S.C. — A federal jury 
Friday ruled USAir was negligent in a 
1994 crash that killed 37 people during a 
fierce thunderstorm near Charlotte, N.C. 
But it spared the airline from having to 
pay punitive damages. 

Because the jury found that USAir’s 
conduct was not “willful” or “wanton," 
the airline is liable only for compensato- 
ry damages.. 

The first of as many as 18 individual 
. trials to determine damages begins 
Wednesday. Marc Moller, a plaintiffs’ 
attorney, said the crash survivors and vic- 
tims’ relatives will ask for “seven fig- 
ures” in each case. 


The DC-9 crashed as it tried to land at 
Charlotte-Douglas International Airport 
on a flight from Columbia with 57 people 
aboard. The National Transportation 
Safety Board said a strong downward 
wind, or microburst, slammed the jet into 
the ground. 

The plaintiffs argued that USAir, now 
known as US Airways, improperly 
trained its pilots and knowingly-let 
them fly into thunderstorms. USAir said 
air'traffic controllers did not provide 
the crew with proper weather informa- 
tion. 

“I’m glad now they have to acknowl- 
edge they were at some fault," said 
Debra Seymour, whose mother, Mildred 
Louise Welch of Sumter, was killed. 


Plaintiffs’ lawyers had hoped to show 
the airline’s conduct was so reckless that 
those who sued would be entitled to 
punitive damages, which could far more 
costly. • 

“Nothing changes how we feel about 
the accident,” said Nancy Risque 
Rohrback, a US Airways vice president. 
“The jury’s decision underscores that US- 
Airways’ actions, there was nothing to 
punish in those actions. ... Safety is our 
first priority.” 

The pilot; Capt. Michael Greenlee, 
testified that he made mistakes and 
held himself responsible but said he • 
never intentionally endangered the 
lives of his passengers. First Officer 
James Hayes, who was at the controls at 


the time and also survived the crash, did 
not testify. 

The airline also brought in two heroes 
to support Greenlee: former Apollo 12 
astronaut Charles Conrad and Gen. 
Chuck Horner, air commander during 
the Persian Gulf War. They said there 
was nothing the pilots could have done to 
avoid the accident. 

"The weather conditions were such 
that day that the Empire State 
Building could've been out there ... 
and you- wouldn’t have seen it," 
Conrad said. 

The airline and the federal govern- 
ment settled before the trial, with the 
government admitting some liability. 
The settlement has been kept secret. 


After return 
of tax, some 
airlines raise 
ticket prices

NEW YORK — Some of the coun- 
try’s biggest airlines raised ticket 
prices Friday after the government 
reinstated a 10 percent tax on all 
domestic flights. 

The increased fares come even 
though airlines didn’t lower prices 
when the tax expired at the end of the 
year. 

But other carriers, including 
American, which has the biggest 
domestic route network, said they 
would keep fares the same. 

United Airlines said it boosted 
prices 10 percent on nearly all of Its 
routes, except those served by 
Southwest Airlines, which was 
bringing back a 2-for-l ticket promo-' 
tion. 

Northwest Airlines said it was rais- 
ing prices by 4 percent. Delta said it 
would increase most of its fares, but 
keep prices the same on some shorter 
routes where it faces more competi- 
tion. 

US Airways, which until recently was 
known as USAir, said it would keep all 
prices the same. 

Tom Parsons, editor of Best Fares 
magazine in Arlington, Texas, said 
other airlines could quickly could 
fall in line and take back the increas- 
es. . 

“Everybody will have to come back 
or they’ll look like the bad guys," he 
said. 

Lawmakers voted a week ago to rein- 
state the package of ticket taxes, which 
expired Dec. 31. It took effect at 12:01 
a.m. Friday. 

The taxes are used to fund airport 
safety projects, arid also include a 56- 
per-ticket tax on international depar-

Business journalism biggies square off in public 


Fortune, Dow Jones 
fight war of words 

NEW YORK (AP) — For John 
Huey, it *ms decision time. 

Fortune magazine’s manag- 
. ing editor had two covers for 
his Feb. 3 issue: a story ques- 
tioning the security of e-mail 
and a tale of discord in the fara- 
’ ily that controls Dow Jones & 
Co. 

One cover showed a crum- 
pled Wall Street Journal, Dow 
Jones’ marquee publication, 
and read: “FAMILY REVOLT 
AT DOW JONES.” The other 
showed a man peering over an 
office cubicle, with ; tj)e head- 
line “Who’s Reading Your e* 
mail?" . 

Huey went with e-mail. 
Clearly, he chose the less 
memorable piece. 

The Dow Jones story revert 
berated far beyond page 72 to 
become the buzz of the media 
world. It has also apparently 
opened a rift between the two 
premier publishers of business 
news. 

"Dow Jones doesn’t like to be 
written about,” Huey said, sit- 
ting comfortably- in his comer 
office. “They are terrific at 
dishing it out. They're a little * 
suspect when it comes to taking 
it" 

And Dow Jones? 

“There’s- no question they 
have a legitimate story there," 
said spokesman Roger May: • 
“Our feeling is it was over- 
played, perhaps.” 


This instance of one business 
publication reporting on anoth- 
er has become personal. 

Last month, Fortune wanted 
to run a full-page ad invthe 
Journal talking about a big Dow 
Jones stake acquired by 
investor Michael Price, who is 
known for pushing companies 
around. The ad suggested that 
fortune’s coverage of Dow’s 
troubles led to Price’s purchase. 
The Journal refused the carry 
the ad. 

, Dow Jones then took out its 
own ad. On Tuesday, it ran a 
full-pager in the Journal and in 
The New York Times thanking 
Fortune for ranking it as the 
most admired company in print- 
ing and publishing. The mes- 
sage was as subtle as a sledge- 
hammer. 

That’s not all. Huey said Dow 
senior management has been 
privately raising questions 
with others about Fortune’s 
motives. 

“The undercurrent is that the 
reason we did this is because it 
was some kind of payback and 
it’s all a personal thing,” Huey 
said. “I’m not sure what Pm sup- 
posed to be paying thera-back 
for, frankly." 

Ken. Auletta, media colum- 
nist for The New Yorker and 
perhaps the nation’s best 
known media writer, said he’s 
heard the same and "it is com- 
ing from some people at Dow 
Jones.” 

Dow Jones’ May said such 
talk is “certainly not coming out 
of my office.” 


Huey worked at the Journal 
for 13 years, most recently a's 
Atlanta bureau chief. His cur- 
rent boss, Time Warner editor 
in chief Norman Pearlstine, was 
once the Journal’s managing 
editor and executive editor. 
Were there some burned 
bridges? 

Pearlstine said he has, an 
excellent relationship with Dow 
Jones chairman and chief exec- 
utive Peter Kann. May spid 
both were on good terms. Kann 
was traveling and unavailable 
for comment. Huey said he left 
the Journal “without any bitter- 
ness.” 

The Fortune story that start- 
ed it all drew attention to a fes- , 
taring problem he Dow Jones, 
the weak performance of the 
Dow Jones Telerate financial , 
information business. 

Huey said Re put the story 
inside the magazine because he 
figured the e-mail story would 
be of more interest to people ' 
outside New York. 

The story has put Dow Jones 
on the defensive, arousing 
major shareholder pressure and 
intense media scrutiny. 

■One dissident member of 
Dow Jones’ Bancroft family, 
William Cox III, has recom- 
mended replacing Kann with 
former ABC chief Thomas- 
Murphy. 

A memo from Karen Elliott 
House, Dow Jones’ president- 
intcmatioriol and Kann’s wife, 
to hor staff appears to reflect 
the pressure. 

“For all of us, whose energy 


and enterprise underpin the 
success of Dow Jones, we 
can’t afford to indulge in dis- 
traction and self-doubt," she 
said In the Morch 4 memo. 
“We have to continue to do 
our jobs to the best of our 
ability.” 

One Journal editorial staffer, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said that around the 
water cooler many reporters 
and editors think Fortune pro- 
duced a good story, even if it 
was motivated by personal ani- 
mosity. 

Growing competition for 
cachet, advertising dollars and 
writing, editing and sales cal- 
•rent may have made a Dow 
Jones-Fortune clash 

inevitable. 

Under Huey, Fortune’s top 
editor since 1995, the magazine 
has become far more compcti* 

* .tive, as have Business Week, 
new voices like Bloomberg 
News and the Journal itself. In 
fact, business journalism may 
■ be the most competitive part of 

• the field today. 

Huey argued that any busi- 
ness publication would have 
run the Bancroft story. 

So why the brouhaha? 

“People are fighting for their . 
lives there, their, business 
lives," said Auletta, who spent 
1 time at Dow Jones for a recent 
story on competitor Bloomberg. 
As for Huey, “he’s obviously a 
good, pugnacious editor,” 
Auletta said. “You. do better 
when you create a feeling of 
. battle."

I Whistleblowers walk 
a hard road, they say 


Knight-Rlddar Now* Servlco 


Contrary to what Lauren Bacall 
said in “To Have and Have Not,” 
whistleblowers don’t just put their 
lips together and blow. 

For many -whistleblowers, 
informing on their employers dra- 
matically alters their lives. 

Often they are fired, co-workers 
turn on them, friends ostracize 
them and spouses may leave them. 

“Basically, everyone you associ- 
ated with writes you off," said 
Michael Lissack, a former Smith 
Barney managing; director and 
municipal market whistleblower. 

The process can be, a rude awak- 
ening for many whistleblowers who 
believed they were doing right by 
pointing out their employers' fraud 
committed against taxpayers. After 
going through the aftermath of 
whistleblowing, some wish they 
looked the other way. 

Fortunately, for whistleblowers 
— such as Norristown, Pa. native 
Robert Mercna, whose three-year 
battle against SmithKline 
Beecham ended last week when 
the company agreed to pay the 
government 5325 million — help's 
available. 

Several organizations offer sup- 
port and guidance. Therc’re even 
Internet sites, including 
http://www.whistlcblowers.cora, 
that offers legal opinions on the 
validity of potential' lawsuits and 
provide information on the False 
Claims Act, the federal whistle- 


blower statute enacted in 1863 to 
• prevent fraud during the Civil War. 

The site is run by Phillips & 
Cohen, a Washington, D.C law firm 
that specializes in whistleblower 
casos. The service is not entirely 
altruistic, considering the firm 
often finds clients via the Web, said 
partner Stephen Meagher. 

■ Likewise, Integrity International 
(http:/Avww.nicorn.corn/(tikle)helpl 
inc/) offers information, support 
and counseling. The Bcltsville, Md. 
organization also offers weekend 
retreats in West Virginia called 
“Whistlcstop." 

The Washington-based Govern- 
.ment Accountability Project 
(http^/www.accessone.com:80/(til 
de)gap/) offers legal support, 
whije the Washington-based 
Project on Government Oversight 
(http://www.fas.org:80/pub/gen/th 
epogo/) is a nonprofit group dedi- 
cated to exposing and eliminating 
fraud. 

Each year the CavaBo Foundation 
in Cambridge, Mas.'c, gives 510,000 
awards to three whistleblowers who 
most display courage in exposing 
waste and fraud. 

Many scoff at support groups and 
awards for whistleblowers. After 
all, if the companies arc forced to 
repay the government the whistle- 
blowers receive a percentage of the 
take. For example, Merena and six 
othet SmithKline whistleblowers 
v/ill share up to 25 percent — or 
581 million — of the 5325 million 
settlement.
